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THK LADY’S FAST MILE. 

The Worth track was in excellent condition yes- 
terday and sood time was made in the various 
races. The day was almost ideal for racing pur- 
poses and drew out the usual large attendance. 
No stake race was op for solution, but the card 
was well balanced throughout and was productive 
of a good day’s sport. 

The most important race of the day was the 
fourth, a dash of one mile for three-year-olds and 
upward. Pink Coat, although he has not run to 
his best form here this year, was made the favorite' 
but the best he could do was to run fourth, 
the winner turning up in The Lady. The race 
was marred by a bad start. Water Edge being left 
at the post. Eva Rice, off well in her stride, led by 
a good margin until well into the final quarter, 
where The Lady moved up with a rush and easily 
passed her. winning by two lengths. Eva Rice 
hung on gamely in the last eighth next to the inside 
rail, finishing second one length before La Goleta. 
The Lady got into her stride slowly after getting 
off next to last, but improved her position steadily 
in the last half mile. Dr. Stephens showed speed 
and ran well for seven furlongs, but tired percept- 
ibly when the pinch came. Pink Coat, off poorly, 
was badly outrun for the first six furlongs, but was 
closing up ground fast in the last quarter and 
finished resolutely. He was probably a shade short 
and will undoubtedly be a hard horse to beat when 
next out. 

The day’s opener, a scramble of five and a half 
furlongs for maiden fillies two years old, went to 
Aylmer Bruce, but had not Naulahka bolted at the 
start and lost much ground the latter would surely 
have won. Aylmer Bruce, off well in her stride, 
held a big advantage until entering the last fifty 
yards where Coburn had to hand ride her vigor- 
ously. She won somewhat handily by a length 
from Monia, which beat Naulahka a neck for sec- 
ond place. Monia made up some ground in the 
last quarter and finished stoutly. Naulahka ap- 
peared to have little chance after bolting, but 
Mathews persevered with her and she steadily im- 
proved her position finishing with a belated rush. 
Apple Sweet was second when entering the final 
quarter, but retired gradually in the sharp last 
eighth action. 

Leviathan proved to be the best in the second 
race, a dash of one mile and seventy yards for 
three-year-olds. Illowaho ran in the van for seven 
and one-half furlongs, where Leviathan closed up 
on him and easily took command in the last thirty 
yards, winning going away by one length, Illowaho j 
beating Count ’Em Out five for second place. Illo- 
waho ran a good race when the weight he carried 
is taken into consideration. Blessed Damozel ran 
well for seven furlongs. Wing Dance ran disap- 
pointingly ana was never a serious factor. 

The third race, a dash of six furlongs for three- 
year-olds, went to Fairbury, an outsider in the 
betting. Orla, off well in motion, threatened to 
make a runaway race of it leading by two lengths 
when turning for home but Fairbury, which had 
always ran in third position, closed up on her fast 
in the final furlong and won going away fast by 
two and one-half len<jths. Geyser also closed up 
on Orla in the last eighth and after a short drive 
beat her out a half length for second place. The 
race was strictly a three horse affair throughout. 
Annu was virtually left at the post. 

For some unaccouutable reason. Prince of Endur- 
ance was somewhat neglected in the betting in th® 
fifth race, a dash of se^en furlongs, but he ran 
back to his good race of last Wednesday, beating 
Pericles in a long, hard last eighth drive by a nose 
on the post, with Arvensis third three and a half 
lengths back. After the first quarter had been run 
he and Pericles ran as one horse. Arvensis began 
slowly and was badly outrun in the first five fur- 
longs, but steadily made up ground in the last quar- 
. ter- and finished stoutly. Whiten ran well for five 
farlongs. 
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The last race of the day, a dash of one and one- 
sixteenth miles, was taken by Pirate’s Queen which 
ran the best race of her career. She displayed keen 
speed throughout, but in the final eighth Rasselas 
moved up on even terms with her, the two fighting 
it out hard to the wire. Pirate’s Queen clung to 
her work gamely and would not be denied winning 
by a head with Alaska third two and one-half 
lengths back. Harney showed speed for seven and 
one-half furlongs and is ready to win when placed 
with judgment. 

No better racing has been seen hereabouts this 
year than that given at Worth since the fall meet- 
ing began. The crowds still hold large, and bet- 
ting continues to be spirited and heavy. The track, 
in case no rain falls to day, will be fast, and as 
secretary Jasper has gotten together an excellent 
program, a good day’s sport may be reasonably 

expected. 

LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 

Green B. Morris, the veteran turfman, arrived 
yesterday from New York with a string of twelve 
horses, which includes the highly tried three-year- 
olds, Sombrero, Cunard, Old England and Home- 
stead. Among the younger horses in Mr. Morris’ 
string are the good performers, Artvis, a frequent 
winner on the metropolitan tracks. Gold Van, 
Gravina, Durazzo and Slave. Stuyve, a frequent 
winner at Washington Park the past summer, was 
recently acquired by Mr. Morris and will also be 
raced at Worth. The statement that Winnie 
O’Connor would accompany the stable from New 
York and would ride the Morris horses at Worth 
was erroneous. The Morris colors will be carried 
by J. Daly, who is doing most of the riding at the 
present meeting for E. J. Baldwin. 

F. D. Weir is negotiating with eastern parties for 
the purchase of the four-year-old. King Pepper. 
Hie horse. Brigadier, the holder of the record for 
one mile, is still in a dangerous condition, but 
should no further complications set in the horse 
has a fair chance to recover. 

The Worth record for one mile and seventy yards 
was yesterday reduced by Leviathan from 1 :45^ to 
1:45%. 

Jockey Pieratt was fined $25 by starter Dwyer in 
the third race for failing to join the field at the 
start. 

P. J. Gorman wired secretary Jasper yesterday to 
reserve stable room for his horses, which include 
Jack Rattlin. 

Ex -jockey Tom Murphy arrived yesterday from 
New York with the horse Hindred. 

Leviathan, the winner of the second race, was 
bid up to $1,000, an advance of $500 over his entered 
price, by W. Curtis. Mr. Ezell, his owner, retain- 
ing him with an advance bid of $5. 

Prince of Endurance, winner of the fifth race, 
was bid up to $1,000 or an advance of $500 over his 
entered price by Tony Licalzi. Durnell & Herz re- 
taining the horse with an additional bid of $5. 

J. J. Murray and M. Foster each put in a claim 
with the secretary after the second race for W. H. 
Ketchiman’s Illowaho. M. Foster was awarded 
the horse by virtue of having the prior claim on 
account of his entry. Count ’Em Out, having fin- 
ished third in the race. Mr. Foster later resold the 
horse to his former owner for an advance of $200 
over the price of $1,100 he had to pay to secure the 
horse. 

The reported serious illness of the fast sprinter 
Burnie Bunton was erroneous. The Newman sprin- 
ter is as good as ever and will shortly be started. 

Joekey J. Mclnerney has been released by C. E. 
Mahone and returned yesterday to Fort Erie, where 
he will ride free lance. j 

Naulahka, the heavily backed favorite in the 
first race, bolted as the starter released the barrier, 
causing her to be virtually left at the poet. That 
she finished third, despite the mishap, left no 
doubt as to her superioritv over the field. The filly 
has been in the habit of leaving the track by the 
gate opposite the starting point whenever exer- 
cised on the track, and this, in all probability, 
caused her to bolt towards it.

Still they come. Within two days the announce- 
ment of two new and valued recruits to the owners’ 
list has been made. On Saturday at Gravesend the 
friends of E. D. Morgan, of the State Raciofir Com- 
mission, gleefully proclaimed Mr. Morgan’s deter- 
mination to enter upon active racing in 1903. At 
the conclusion of the Fairview sale yesterday, R. 
C. McC. Potter, the purchaser of the noted young 
stallion Knight of the Thistle at the Reed offering 
for $18,000, remarked to a nnmber of bystanders that 
he gues.sed New Jersey conld raise just as high 
class thoroughbred stock as the Kentucky Blue 
Grass country, and that he intended forthwith 
to breed and race the product of his Pequest 
Stud, situated at Andover, Sussex county, 
New Jersey. He will be represented on the 
metropolitan turf next jear. Morgan and Potter 
typify the sort of additions to the owners’ ranks 
the true interests of the turf seek. Each of them 
possesses a sufficiency of this world’s goods to per- 
mit of entering upon racing in a true sporting 
spirit. It is quite likely that Morgan would sponu 
$50,000 to win the Kenner Stakes of $10,000 at Sara- 
toga if by so doing he plucked the laurel wreath 
from his friend John 8. Sanford. The nucleus of 



the Morgan string, comprising twelve two-year- I 
olds, mostly the get of August Belmont’s good horse 
Don de Oro, are now quartered at Brighton Beach 
under the care of trainer James Bodeu. They will 
winter there. The stable will be powerfully re- 
enforced early in the spring by several high class 
horses ready to race and win.— New York Evening 
Sun. 

The assertion that Major Daingerfield and Gold 
Heels had won more money for their owners than 
any other two horses racing this season is incor- 
rect.! (England holds the record this season. One 
performer alone, the sensational filly Sceptre, has 
hauled dovm more money than the combined earn- 
ings of Gold Heels and Major Daingerfield. Sceptre 
has won $166,968 on the turf, $136,552 of which was 
won this season. She leads all horses in the world 
in money won in 1902, and, save La Flecbh, she is 
the largest winning mare in racing history.

Hennen Morris says that 
he hopes to see the well-known colors used by the 
fourth generation of the Morris family. His trainer, 
Wyndham Walden, is even now outrunning him in 
this respect; for his little granddaughter owned 
and ran the horse, Mount Hope, which was claimed 
from her at Aqueduct by W. T. McGrath. She is a 
daughter of Fred Littlefield, making the fifth gen- 
eration of the Walden family which has raced 
horses.

MAY RETURN TO TURF. 

^"Jockeys commanding $15,000 a year retainers, 
with $25 for winning mounts and $10 for mounts 
that do not win, also the privilege of making out- 
side engagements when not needed by their regular 
stables, are expensive affairs. When, therefore, a 
man asks one of them to make a contract with him 
for a year the natural inference is that he has in 
view an extensive turf campaign. It is safe to bet 
that he is not playing,” says Daily America. 

”C. H. Mackay, the head since his father’s death 
of the enormous banking, railroad, telegraph and 
cable interests, of what is known in the business 
world as the Mackay system, was last week seeking 
the services of George Odom, the youth from 
Georgia, who recently signed a $12,000 contract with 
Capt. S. S. Brown, of Pittsburg. This is taken to 
mean that Mr. Mackay intends returning to the 
turf sooner than was first supposed— next year per- 
haps. 

”Odom was in his employ two years ago and was 
dismissed for alleged timidity and incompetency. 
He has taken a brace this year, however, and be- 
come the premier rider of the eastern circnit. 

“Other circumstances point to Mr. Mackay ’s early 
return. The mares Kamara and Trigger, which 
Mr. Mackay retained at the dispersal sale of his 
stable, have not yet been thrown out of training. 
If it were his intention to retire them permanently 
to be bred to his celebrated stallion Banastar, win- 
ner of the Brooklyn Handicap of 1899 and the Met- 
ropolitan of 1901, Charles F. Hill, his old trainer, 
would not be galloping them steadily. 

“ Whether Mr. Mackay intends next spring to re- 
sume racing in his own name and colors or in the 
name and colors of Mr. Hill no one knows, but it 
appears certain that he is going to resume in some 
way. No man will be more cordially welcomed 
back again, because no man who has entered the 
game these last three or four jears was ever mere 
popular. 

“It’s a pity Mr. Mackay felt that it was necessary 
for him to sell the two-year-olds Acefnll and Mexi- 
can at Saratoga. They were perhaps the best 
horses he ever owned and metropolitan turf follow- 
ers would have liked to see them win fame and 
gold under his turquoise blue and black silks. 
Their new owners, Harry Payne Whitney and Her- 
mann Dnryea and Richard T. Wilson, Jr., are po- 
pular enough, but, since Mr. Mackay took the 
chances incident to buying them as yearlings, it 
was felt that he was entitled to any glory and 
money they might win. The most profitable part 
of the careers of Acefull and Mexican, and of Skil- 
ful, another Mirthful colt which began the season 
in the Mackay colors, are behind them. Under our 
absurd system of racing a two-year-old is a more 
valuable racing property than a ^hree-year-old or 
an older horse. Perhaps it was the realization of 
this fact and the impossibility of the Mirthful colts 
filling their important two-year-old dates which 
caused Mr. Mackay to sell out at Saratoga. 

It is too late in the season for Mr. Mackay to 
get yearlings at public sales of big breeding estab- 
lishments. The public sales are all over, but he

“It is hoped that Mr. Mackay’s failure to secure 
the services of Odom, which were pledged to the 
popular Pennsylvania turfman before his agents 
mentioned the subject to the lad, will not stop him.

Trainer W. Grater has purchased privately for a 
good price of J. B. Todd, of Lexington, Ky., the 
three-year-old chestnut gelding Joe Tunstall, by St. 
Julien— Coquette, by Fonso. This colt was tried as 
a two-year-old and the Cahns, of SL Louis, thought 
him a $10,0(X) youngster. He went wrong last year 
and has just now rounded back to a flash of his 
early form. Grater bought him for a high class 
steeplechase and hurdle horse and will school him 
at jumping. 

It is announced that the Brooklyn Jockey Clnb 
will improve the Gravesend track in several re- 
spects before next season. An entirely new steeple- 
chase course will be built and the chute from which 
the Brooklyn Handicap is started annually will be 
widened sufficiently to allow room for at least 
twenty-four horses to face the barrier. President 
P. J. Dwyer says that racing will continue at 
Gravesend for the next ten years at least. 

It is now said that racing will be held at Morris 
Park at least through the season of 1905. The West- 
chester Racing Association is accepting nomina- 
tions for a stake to be run over the Eclipse conrse in 
that year. D. H. Morris is anthority for the state- 
ment that racing will be conducted at Westchester 
for three more years anyway. 

Van Dnsen, an American jockey, who was sus- 
pended recently in Hungary for foul riding, has 
had his license restored. Dangman, now in Aus- 
tria. cannot ride there until he produces a license 
from the Jockey Club, which he neglected to obtain 
when he left here. 

Though Jockey Landry preferred charges against 
M. Van Praag, who assaulted bim after the races on 
Tuesday, the stewards of the Westchester meeting 
took no action Wednesday because Van Praag it 
not an owner. 

Gold Heels, this year’s winner of the Suburban, 
was purchased from Winnie O’Connor yesterday 
for $6,750 for E. J. Arnold A Co. of St. Lonis. Gk)ld 
Heels will be shipped to St. Louis Sunday and 
retired to the stud.
